It is asked by
Iho hundred thousand eoplo whoso
traveling friends havo boon stopped. It
is asked by as many mnro whose lottcrs
are delayed. it will bo
asked by moro than n million pooplo
whoso necessities of life have been in
terfcred with.

Wuoro did Mr. Debs get his ehartor
to nillict tho sovereign people, of this
country? If 5fr. Debs, an unknown
man, can disarrange the vast commerce
of tho United States at his own sweet
will aud givo uo account of himself to
tho wondering people how many othor
unknown men are behind him anxious
to oxeroiso tho samo unwarranted and
unheard-o- f ower when wo havo got
through with him?

Let us try to explain who Mr. Debs
is. It will bo conceded without expla-
nation that ho is tho most extraordina-
ry man that tho world has seen since
the Grand Llama, who went out every
morning and gave tho sun permission
to rise. Anybody who undertakes Mr.
Dcbs's job oannot help being extraordi-
nary or even unparngoned. lint no-

body before Mr. Debs over did under-
take exactly tho same kind of job.

followed, Mr. Pullman made a full and
frank statement of tho condition of the
business, and said very plainly that
tlioso conditions would not allow of tho
restoration of Iho old rates. It was
claimed that tho reduction in orders
and tho competition in trade were bucIi
that tho company was running its works
at a loss, -

Thero appears to have been a very
nmicablo talk on both sides; no threats
wore used, nor wero there any hard
feelings, lint the noxt day the men
struck. Kveu then thero appears to
have beou no disturbance of tho amica-
ble foclings of the town.

Tho suspension of work, if we aro to
bcliovo tho Pullmans, was a relief, for
it released tbo company from onerous
sacrifices thoy having been building
cars at less than cost, iu order to keep
employed about thrco thousand .men.,
Here matters rested, so far as that
small community was concerned. Many
of the mou, in faot, most of them, had
a reserve of money in the town bank,
and were not distressed. Some of them
Btated that they could wait for times to
get bettor; others of them sought work
ohewhero.

DEMAND F0I1 ARUITIUTION.

What personal grievance tho men
had, if any, growing out of tho Pull-
man system, or what obligations they
wero under to tho socialism of that sys-

tem, wo do not know, for they made no
complaint, aud so far as the world at
large is concerned tho strike was sim-

ply a matter of ono firm in a small
place, having no relation whatever to
labor interests generally, and wholly
disconnected from tho question of rail-
roads or railroad labor.

It is hero that the American Railway
Union appears on tbo scene. At a
meeting Held in Chicago, tuo union
took up the fight. It demanded that
the Pullman Compauy should submit
the question of wages to arbitration.
This tho Pullman )eoplo declined to do,
for tho very Bimple reason that tho de-

cision of arbitrators could not alter tho
fact that to pay an increase of wages
would bo a business impossibility. The
company, however offered to submit its
books in proof that it was oxecuting or-

ders at less than cost in order to keep
its men employed.

Tho reply of the union was that the
books had no weight, as tho employer
could fix them to suit his own interests.
And then camo tho order from tho un
ion for tho boycott. That is to say, an
order was issued that all members of
the union should quit on those railroads
which used Pullman cars. Mr. Eugene
V. Debs, tho President, is credited with
this extraordinary move.

The American Railway Union, which
was organized a year ago in Chicago,
has for its puroso tho federation of all
railroad em ployoca under one head. It
estimates tho number of these em-

ployees in tho United States at 800,000,
aud it is claimed to havo 200,000 of
them in its ranks. Very many of them
aro switchmen, firemen and men hardly
ono removo from unskilled laborers.
Dtit all the men on strike at Pullman
aro skilled workmon, and the anomal-
ous condition ia presented of several
thousand laborers fixing tho alternative
for skilled mechanics.

DBluTn CAIIKKR.

Eugeno V. Debs, who has suddenly
como to view.as tho direotorof this boy-

cott, is a young man. He waa born in
Torre Haute, Iud., in lbWi, on Guy
FawkcB s day. His father was a family
grocer there. Tbo son tended store in
the daytimo and got his education at
night. His first work was in tho paint
shops of tho Vandalia Railroad, from
which position ho roso to bo a fireman
on a locomotivo running betweon
Terro Haute and Vandalia.

It was not, however, nntil ho joined
a lodgo of the Brotherhood of Locomo-
tivo Firemen that ho dovoloped his
ambition. lie was sent as a delegate to
the conventions and ultimately became
editor of tho Locomotivo Firemen's
Magazine.

In 1884 ho was sent to the State Leg-

islature by the Democrats. In 1870 he
was elected City Clerk of Terre Haute.
In 180.1 beset to work to organize the
American Railway Union.

Personally Mr. Debs ia an earnest.
quiet, determined man, with a good deal
of undemonstrative" egotism. No one
in Terre Haute ever suspected him of
being either a philosopher or a general.
His viowa are not very broad, and his
education as limited, but ho is resolute
and fearless.

It is said by thoso who know him best
that the present boycott is an expert
ment to test the power of the new or-- 1

ganlzation. No man of ordinary sagao-- 1

ity, either in Torre. Hanto or Chicago,
bo far disparages Mr. Debs's intelli-
gence as to suppose for one momont
that ho thought ho could forco all tbo
railroads nf tho country to break their
contracts with tho Pullmans and violate
their agreements with the publio.

But, liko all men of limited capacity
and exporionoo who como Biiddonly into
power he wanted to wield that power,
and did not consider the aggregate of
suffering that the blind obedionoe to
his arbitrary oommand would ontail.

Such, then, was the state of affairs
when the boycott was set in motion. At
the time there wero 3,000 Pullman cz;
in operation in the United States, at
least 3,000 of them being on the West
em trunk roads. And 12(1,000 miles of
railroad wero under contract to the
company to nse the cars, Chicago being
tho centre from which the Pullman
service radiates.

Meanwhile the loss of business aud
destrnction of goods aro enormons. The
striko costa the Illinois Central $80,000
a day. Tbo fruit shippers in California
claim that the loss is incalculableThe ex
pense to individuals who are detained in
faraway places most amount to millions.
Vast disturbance to business all over
the country ensues. The .i,000 people
who leave Jersey City every day in
Pullman cars do not know how far Mr.
Debs will permit them to go, or if in
deed, tbey will ever reach their desti
nation.
